Washington, April 14.—The senate 


committee on the Philippines began 
the week with the intention of mak- 
ing an investigation of the charge 
to the effect that the "water cure," 
so called, is practiced on the insur- 
gents, and Charles S. RUey, of North- 
ampton, Mass., formerly a sergeant 
in company M, Twenty-sixth volun- 
teer infantry, was the first witness 
called with that.end in view. 


Mr. Biley said that be had been in 


the Philippines from 
October 25. 


1899, to March 4, 1901. 
In reply 


to questions by Senator Rawlins, he 
said he had witnessed the "water 
cure" at Igboras, in the province of 
Iloilo, on November 27, 1900. 
It 


was administered to the presidente 
or chief Filipino official of the town. 
He said that upon the arrival of Ips 
command at 'igboras the presidente 
•was asked whether runners had been 
sent out notifying the insurgents of 
their .presence, an'd that npon his 
refusal to give the information he 


,_. -a.vas taken to the convent, where the 


witness was stationed, and the water 
cure was administered to him. This 
official was, he said, a man about 
forty years of age. When he (the 
witness) first saw him he was stand- 
ing ill the corridor of the convent, 
stripped to the waist and liis hands 
tied behind him, with Captain Glenn 
and lieutenant Conger, of the regu- 
lar army, and Dr. Lyons, a contract 
surgeon, standing near, while many 
soldiers stood about. 


HELD UNDER WATER TANK. 
The man, he said, was then thrown 


under a water tank which held about 
100 gallons of water and his mouth 
placed directly under the faucet and 
held open so as to compel him to 
swallow the water which was al- 
lowed to escape from the tank. Over 
Mm stood an interpreter, repeating 
one word, -which the witness said he 
did not understand, but which lie be- 
lieved to be the native equivalent of 
"confess." When at last the presi- 
dente. agreed to tell what he. knew 


""lie-was released and allowed to start 


away. 
He was not, however, per- 


mitted to escape, and upon refusing 
to give further- information he was 
again 
taken as he was 
about to 


mount his horse and the cure admin- 
istered for the second time.

time tlie man was net stripped, nor 
was he taken into the building. Dr.

could be 


brought to the spot and given there, 
and when it was brought in a five- 
gallon can one end of a syringe was 
placed in it and the other in the 
man's mouth. As he still refused, a 
second syringe was brought and one 
end of it placed in the 
prostrate 


man's nose. He still refused, and a 
•handful of salt was thrown into the 
water. This had the desired eifect 
and the presidente agreed to answer 
questions.

"cure" had been first resorted to to 
compel the presidente to reveal 'his 
own attitude, and that it was learned 
from his confession that while he 
professed to be friendly to the United 
States, he was in reality a captain of 
tha insurgent forces and that his 
police were all soldiers.

BUDGET REPORTED 


CHANCELLOR 
OF EXCHEQUER 


TELLS OP FINANCES: 


A Grand Total Deficit of §200,000,- 


000 for the Year—Will Bor- 


row Maney. 


London, April 14.—The chancellor 


of the exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, rose in the house of commons 
nt 4:25 p. m. today to make the 
budget statement. 
He declared tlie 


past year had not been exceptionally 
prosperous, but there was nothing- to 
depress the country. 
Despite 
the 


fact that thousands of workmen had 
been removed from productive labor 
by the war, 
the revenue figures 


showed no diminution of business a-t 
home, while there was a satisfactory 
increase of foreign trade, and there 
was no reason for thinking that there 
had been any falling off of the con- 
suming power of the people. 
There 


had been a heai?y slump in the re- 
ceipts from tobacco, spirits and beer, 
but there was a great increase in the 
consumption of tea and cocoa. 
The 


decrease in the receipts from spirits 
and tobacco was due to the forestall- 
inent of the duty during the pre- 
vious year. He was in the, excep- 
tional position for a chancellor of the 
exchequer holding office 
during- a 


severe war, that for two years past 
the revenue had exceeded1 his antici- 
pations, the last year ."by £543,000, 
when his total deficit, including the 
war expenditure of £73,192,000 for 
South 
Africa 
and 
China, 
was 


£52,544,000. 


The statement showed a total or- 


dinary expenditure for 190S-3 esti- 
mated at £129,159,000, with war 
charges amounting to £45,450,000, 
making a grand total of £174,609,- 
000, which is £12,993,000 below the 
total for 1901-2. 


The chancellor 
of the exchequer 


estimated the total deficit for the 
present year at £26,824,000. 


To the deficit must toe added six- 


teen or seventeen millions additional 
war expenditure. 


The chancellor 
of the exchequer 


said lie had hopes of a happy result 
from the conference in South Africa, 
but he had put them aside. Prepar- 
ations for the continuance of the war 
were the best guarantee of peace. 


He estimated the revenue for this 


year, on the basis of the present tax- 
ation, at £147,785,000, not includ- 
ing the cost of gratuities at the en'd 
of the war, the 
transporting of 


troops home, etc. 


The grand total of the 'deficit is 


£45,000,000. The sum of £32,000,- 
000 will be "-borrowed. The revenue 
from the new taxation is expected 
to be £5,160,000. After borrowing 
£32,000,000 the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer will make up the deficit by 
drafts on the exchequer.

Chicago, April 12.—After extin- 


guishing ten" fires yesterday, most of 
them close together and apparently 
of incendiary origin, the firemen of 
South Chicago at daybreak 
today 


were called upon to contend with the 
most serious of the long string of 
blazes. The first of this morning's 
fires consumed 
several horses.

came next mid was destroyed before 
the firemen could reach it. Scarcely 
had they reached the church when 
they were called to fight a dangerous 
looking fire at Willard Sons & Bell 
forge works. After a hard fight here 
the flames were checked. Meanwhile 
the ware-house of the Washington Ice 
company had caught fire and before 
the flames were subdued 55,000 dam- 
age had been don*. The Calumet 
theater came next, sustaining- $10,- 
000 damage before the file was ex- 
tinguished; 
A four-story structure, 


having- a feed store 011 the ground 
floor and dwelling above, was discov- 
ered to be burning1 before the theater 
fire was ,put out. Two families 
escaped in their night clothes. Tlie 
building- w.is destroyed. Meanwhile 
Nicholas Schroeder's saloon was 
'burned down. The total loss of this 
morning's fires is put at $50,000. 
As the bui'iings were not near each 
otb.ar, the firemen declare that the 
fires were the work of an incendiary. 
The people of South Chicago were 
greatly alarmed by the rapid work 
of the firebug' and a careful watch is 
being kept today. 


Ths financial loss in the fires yes- 


terday aggregated $20,000. Evidence 
of incendiarism -was so convincing, 
however, that citizens joined the po- 
lice in patrolling the streets in an 
effort to guard property and capture 
the incendiary or incendiaries. I 
spite of the extra precautions, how 
ever, today's fires were started.

"Undismayed at the destruction of 


their church, the congregation soon 
began to tralld still 
«i larger struc- 


ture, which would seat 5,000. Al- 
though the completed edifice was the 
largest church 
building of its de- 


nomination in America, it was never 
large enough to hold the crowds who 
came to listen to the now famous 
preacher. The regular hearers alone 
were nearly 
sufficient 
to fill the 


building-, and their number was aug- 
mented iby hundreds from New York, 
by many from other states, and even 
by trans-Atlantic visitors, who had 
read his sermons printed in their 
home journals. 
3?or fully 
.fifteen 


years the church had uninterrupted 
prosperity, -which was rudely broken 
on October 13, 1889, by the com- 
plete destruction of the second taber- 
nacle by fire. A third tabernacls 
was built, still larger than its pre- 
decessors. 
It was finished in 1891, 


and its dedication was a great pub- 
lio 
occasion. Large 
delegations, 


drawn from 
eveiy 
section of the 


union, -came, bringing1 congratula- 
tions. 


It was a grand and 'beautiful tem- 


ple of worship, rich in ornamenta- 
tion, vast in seating- capacity and 
perfect in acoustics. "I never could 
sing- a note or raise a tune," Dr. Tal- 
mage would -ofteu say; yet the mu- 
sic, the strains of the great, deep- 
toned $30,000 organ, mingling- with 
the mighty swell _ of voices, led by 
Peter Ali's silver comet, • "was. the 
finest imaginable. Three years later, 
•when a series of meetlng-s were held 
to celebrate the. twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of his pastorate in Brooklyn, 
the state, the city and the clergy of 
the neighborhood united in recogni- 
tion of the eminence Dr. Talmage 
had achieved. He was -overwhelmed 
with verbal 'congratulations and good 
wishes, and telegrams, letters and 
cable dispatches -came from illustri- 
ous personag-es here and 'beyond the 
seas. It was, however, the closing 
scene in his long succession of 
Brooklyn triumphs, for on the fol- 
lowing Sunday, May 13, 1894, a fire 
broke out in the church at the close 


a kindly word for the young- czar. 
In later" years,, with voice and, pen, 
he "greatly helped the cause o£ Ar- 
menian, ''Cuban, and Porto Rican re- 
lief, in the great Indian famine, and 
a few years ago, in Chinese relief. 


Altogether, with his splendid tal- 


ent for reaching- the popular heart, 
82,000,000 was raised in these var- 
ious world-wide charities. He was a 
member and active worker in a nuin- 
ber of charitable organizations, but 
in thsse, as in -all others of the same 
character, he invariably kept in the 
background. He was one of the in- 
corporators of the -Bowery mission 
of New York, the pioneer American 
rescue mission. 


In 1895 Dr. Talmage acc&pted. for 


a. time n .pastoral call from the First 
Presbyterian church in Washington, 
which is known as "the church of the 
presidents," many incumbents of the 
white house having1 worshiped there 
in former years. 
Among- liis par- 


ishion'srs were President Cleveland, 
many cabinet members and other 
high officials. 
He was the 
most 


popular minister at the national cap- 
ital, and. his church was crowded to 
tihe doors, but urgent calls from 
other quarters were multiplying- -and 
he finally decided, though not with- 
out reluctance, to give up- local pas- 
toral work and devote himself exclu- 
sively to answering- these demands. 
He retired from active 
connection 


with the Washington church in 1900 
and thereafter 
gave himself 
up 


wholly, to editorial work and preach- 
ing and 
lecturing. 
The passing 


years served to increase his fame, 
and the announcement of his preach- 
ing- was always sufficient to attract 
a vast audience. His personal mail 
was probably the largest of any man 
in America outside of .public ofEce. 
There were thousands who wrote to 
him, asking advice in 
spiritual 


thlngis and laying their hearts Tmre 
to one whom they regarded as bear- 
ing a divine mission and "speaking- 
with authority."

Then I take 
all available sources of information 
on that point, and sift them thor- 
oughly, avoiding- beaten tracks.

mons than any one living- .on texts 
that are overlooked by other pi-eacli- 
ers. I revise my work and boil it 
down, making- it as pungent and 
epigTammatic as .possible, and then 
dictate it to get the oratorical ef- 
fect. I've found my subjects in odd, 
out-of-the-way places, in a locomo- 
tive train, on a hotel piazza, in a 
patent office report, in a rainstorm. 
I never had more than three lessons 
in elocution, but I recall an early 
experience that helped me.

Zeland, India and Great Britain, and 
on his return published, an account 
of his journeyings in a volume en- 
titled, "The Earth Girdled," .which 
was widely -circulated. He now de- 
voted himself almost exclusively to 
liis editorial duties on The Christian 
Herald, to which he had been a reg- 
ular -weekly contributor since 1878, 
becoming 
editor-in-chief 
in 1890. 


Dr. Louis Klopsch, the proprietor of 
that journal, had been his intimate 
friend and business 
associate for 


many years. He had syndicated Dr. 
Talmage'3 sermons since 1885, fur- 
nishing them regularly every week 
to over 3,OOO newspapers. It is esti-

Don't mark sheep -with pitch or 
.int or any material -that will not 
ash out. It injures tlie sale of the 
ool, as it cannot be scoured out and 
ust be clipped off, which is attended 
ith much labor and loss to tlie 
anufacturer. 
Don't mix bucks, tag's, black, etc., 


one package in packing wool for 
ipment. Keep each kind separate, 
iirkiiig packages accordingly, and 
sections east of the Mississippi 


:ep washed and unwashed fleeces 
eparate as far as possible. .

BLOOD STAINS ON HIS LINEN 


YOUNG WOMAN BUTCHERED IN 


THE STREET. 


SECOND MYSTERY TURNS UP 


PROMINENT CITIZEN IS ALSO 


MURDERED IN STREET. 


Detroit, April 10.—The girl wlio 


was so horribly murdered last mid- 
night on Thirteenth street was iden- 
tified this morning' as Carrie M. Jen- 
nett, of 1191 
Wabfish 
avenue, a 


daughter of James R. Jennett, a cab- 
inetmaker. 


Tlio police believe that in. Prof. 


James Miller, a music teacher, ar- 
rested this morning-, they have Miss 
Jennett's murderer. Blood was found 
on his clothing", and when an ex- 
planation of it 
was asked 
Miller 


fainted. 
He revived, 
but fainted 


again while being' taken to his cell. 
Miss Jennett was a pupil of Miller's. 


Miss Jennett attended a meet- 


ing' of a Rebekah lodge in 
a 


hall not far 
from 
where 
she 


•was so brutally murdered. She left 
.there about 10:15 o'clock. Less than 
two hours later her body was found. 


William Duart, wlio lives on Fif- 


teenth street, called at the dead girl's 
home this morning and said that he 
had kept company with her for two 
or three years. He wept and dis- 
played much agitation. 
Wliile he 


was talking- Detectives Seymour and 
Downey arrived, and after listening 
to his story, thought it well to keep 
liim under surveillance and accord- 
ingly detained 
him at the Grand 


Biver avenue station. 


ATTENDED LODGE. 


The dead girl was organist of the 


lt«bekah lodge to which she belonged 
and at the meeting last night she is 
said to have been cheerful and even 
gay. 
Miss Jennett remained until 


10 o'clock 
-and she made a report 


'there relative to her share iu the 
lodge work. At 10 o'clock she arose 
and said: "I don't see what further 
use you have for me, and I guess I'll 
go home.*' 


"Wait for us' and you'll 'have com- 


pany," said one of those present. But 
the poor girl insisted on going and 
went-away alone. The others stayed 
there until 11 o'clock. The father 
and 'mother of the murdered girl sat 
up late for her return, "but finally 
went to bed, leaving the door un- 
locked. When they arose this morn- 
ing they found that Game's bed was 
untouched. The father hastily left 
the house and on the 'Street met a 
married sister of the dead girl, who 
informed1 him that Carrie had been 
murdered.

center of the 'turmoil and gazed in 
expectancy as 'tooting engines mov- 
ed to and fro, officials gave orders 
excitedly and gesticulated wildly in

over the affair. 


'While 'there was 'the deepest earnest- 
ness on either 
side of the proposi- 


tion, it was noted tha't there was ap- 
parently only personal good feeling 
between the officials,

Manager Nelson, surrounded by a 
company of Pennsylvania officials, 
argued the matter at much length. 
There was manifestly more exjcite- 
ment among the dense crowd of spec- 
tators than among- the men who were 
directing the movements of the queer 
battle.

"When the engine was 
about to -make its regular -trip of thi 
crossing, ifchis man attempted to raisi 
the gates and drive in on the track

of his eyes. Captain Stoll retaliated 
and for a minute there was a pretty 
lively skirmish, thereabouts, in which 
the peddler got the worst of the deal. 
Quiet was soon restored and no fur- 
ther violence occurred. 


Immediately following" the. forego- 


ing incidemt Charles Flutter, a, one- 
armed man who peddles oil about the 
city, appeared at the crossing from 
the north and demanded the right- 
of-way. 
The gates were lifted and 


the man was told to go ahead. He 
started, but when he reached the mid- 
dle of the track he noticed that the 
plank had been taken from between 
ithe rails of the south track and the 
oil mercliant and his outfit came to 
a stop and declined to proceed until 
the plank were replaced, claiming" 
that ho had a heavy load, a frail ve- 
hicle and could iic<t pass over the ele- 
vated rails without damage to the 
wagon and its contents. While the 
question was under dispute the cars 
were backed and derailed as told in 
the preceding lines. Mr. Flutter re- 
fused to back out and for two hours 
'he and his patient old horse blocked 
the middle track to all steam, traffic. 
It was reported that Mr. Flutter W;LS 
in the employ of tlie interurbaii com- 
pany, but this was denied by both 
Mr. Nelson and the oil merchant. 
When a Sentinel reporter approached 
Mr. Flutter with the question, "What 
is your name and what object have 
you in blocking the tracks?" he re- 
plied: "Charles Flutter, and my only 
desire at present is to get across theso 
tracks." Then he went ito rolling up 
the side curtnins of his wag-on nn-1 
refused to talk further. Mr. Flutter 
is an old railroad man. For a num- 
ber of years he was employed on the 
Grand Bapids and Indiana road and 
later he went to the Nickel Plate. 
He was employed as a conductor on 
that line when he met with the acci- 
dent which cost him his left arm. 


CARRIED INTO COUUT. 


At the crossing both companies 


were maintaining a determined stand 
and there appeared to be no Immedi- 
ate prospect of nn adjustment of the 
trouble. Shortly before noon Judge 
Allen Zollars, attorney for tlie Penn- 
sylvania [Railroad company, filed in 
the circuit court a petition for a rs- 
strainmg order, which was granted 
by Judge O'Rourke at 11:30 o'clock, 
and the order was served at once upon 
General Manager Nelson by Deputy 
Sheriff John Ryan. 
This order for- 


bids the Southwestern Traction com- 
pany, its employes and all other per- 
sons to interfere in any way with the 
railroad tracks until the question of 
a temporary injunction is argued on 
April 21. 
When the court's order 


was served upon the traction people 
their force of workmen were with- 
drawn and further efforts to lay the 
crossing abandoned for the present.

At 2 a. m. a message was received 


from the telegraph office at Jefferson 
City as follows:

Polk, received. . Messenger reports 
governor would not 
come to doorj 


stuck his head out of the 
second 


Story window, 'asked 'What's want- 
edPJ Messenger told ihim nature of 
message. He told messenger to puit 
it Tinder doorj made no reply." 


This message was opened fry Sher- 


iff Dickmann as Attorney Folk had 
gone home. 
He telephoned to the 


attorney and both concluded, that 
this ended the matter. Fletcher was 
told and did not egress any expec- 
tation of a respite, 


At 5:50 Sheriff Dickmann told the 


condemned boy to prepare for the 
march to the gallows. 
The boy 


walked with, steady step and before 
the black cap was 'adjusted made a 
short speech in- which he 
declared 


that he fired the sliot that killed 
Roth, but that he had no other inten- 
tion than to disarm his assailant.

the Woman's building- aud inspec- 
tion of the grounds and buildings. 
The pai-ade was the most important 
that Charleston hns ever seen. Be- 
sides the president and distinguished 
visitors, United States artillerymen, 
"United States marine nnd jackies, 
there were soldiers 
from 
various 


states and cadets from two military 
Academies. 


THE BROCESSION MOVES. 


The procession moved from the St. 


John, hotel promptly at 10 o'clock 
nnd proceeded up Meeting street to 
Calhoun, through Calhoun to Rut- 
ledge avenue, thence northward to 
Grove street and to the exposition 
gates. 
The marcli was continued 


through the Grove street gate and 
then around the court of palai:es. 
Tho presidential party was driven 
directly to the exposition nuditor- 
ium, where the president reviewed 
the troops -from -a platform erected 
at that poiue. The president's salute 
of twenty-one guns v/as fired by the

31. Stone, the missionary who w.xs 
held captive by Bulgarian brigands 
for nearly six months,until her heavy | 
ransom was paid, and who axrive-cl j 
here yesterday on the Deutschlan 1, | 
talked freely about her experiences, j 
Her brother, Charles A. Stone, of Bo-;-: 
ton, and Dr. H. 0. Dwig'ht, of New I 
Jersey, mat her at quarantine. Stone i 
came to meet his sister and take her j 
to the home of their mother in Chel-1 
6ea, Mass. They left for there at 3J 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 


In answer to a running fire of ques- 


tions from the reporters, Miss Stone 
told lier story. She said: 


"The Turkish authorities have said. 


as I am told, that we should not have 
traveled as we did without <i guird. 
That is hardly reasonable. 
If we 


had had a guard it -would have been 
the same. 
The guard 
furnished 


would not have been, more than four 
to five men. 


"The brigands who captured us 


were some thirty in number. They 
swarmed all about us in the road and 
every man cf them was heavily 
armsd. Had we. had a guard there 
might have been a skirmish, and sev- 
eral persons shot, but we would have 
been carried off just .the same. 


CAPTURED IN DAYLIGHT. 


"There were text in onr party, and 


•we traveled at a time when it was tlie 
Safest. It -was the day before a mar- 
ket day, when there were plenty cf 
people going and coming on the lug-a- 
way. Besides, it was in broad day- 
light, early in the afternoon, when 
•we were captursd. 
We would have 


•had plenty of time to get to the vil- 
lage which. wns CUT destination be- 
fore it g-ot dark. People there do ant 
travel in the night, raul we did net. 


"The descent of the brigands upon 


us was sudden. The first thing we 
knew they came swarming' from be- 
hind sides of th.3 wood, and surround- 
ed us. Tbs cnly thing I heard th*m 
say was 'Dour, dour,' I heard that 
word all around me. It msxns step, 
or, perhaps, hold up would be nearer 
it. Resistance was utterly out of the 
question. We were entirely at their 
mercy. 


"It was not their original intention 


to capture mme. Tsttka. 
They had 


planned to take Hone. Oosaeva nnd 
myself. Sims. Oosheva is a. Bulgar- 
ian woman, a widow well on in yc'irs. 
But she was quite ill on our journey, 
and when the brigands saw Tier feeble 
condition they abandoned the idea of 
making her a prisoner. 
That is con- 


trary to their way cf doing business, 
to burden thera-sslvcs with captives 
who are ill and may die on their 
hands. They try to keep their pris- 
oners in as goorl condition as possi- 
ble, so as to return them safe and in 
good health when their ransoms are 
paid. 


WELL TREATED BY CAPTORS. 
"That accounts for the g-ccd treat- 


ment which Mme. Tsilk?, and I re- 
ceived at their lianas. For they did 
treat us well. We had better food, I 
believe, more bread, than they hail 
themselves. Then they always served 
ns before they ate themselves. 


"When they decided that Mme. 


Oosheva was too ill to bo carrier! off. 
they looked for somebody else to take 
with me. They asked what married 
•woman there was in our party and 
they picke-i out Mme. Tsilka. 
I am 


a very much older woman than Mme. 
Tsilka, but as I am single, they took 
the married woman along with me as 
a sort of chaperon, I suppose. 


"They were harsh and abrupt to 


us at first, but as I look back to it 
now, 
I am convinced that this was 


because they were afraid of bein: 
attacked. They seemed very nervous 
and anxious. We were hurried away 
and traveled that night.
